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A DISCOVRSE WRITTEN 
from the French Kings Campe, lying before 
Noyan, the vii.day of Auguſt, 
Anno1591, 
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Vicount Tauanes ſet forwardes towardes the 
the ſaid towne, and came thitherin the night 
ſeaſon , accompanied with foure hundred 
horſe ,and about fiue hundred footmen : Yet 
ſuch was his bad ſucceſle in his pretence for 
ſuccouring the town of Noyan,thathis whol 


powerwas broken,{laine, diſcomfited, and ta-

ken priſoners: and more then that,tothe great 
oricte of the Leagers, himſclt was taken priſo- 
ner.and in theaſlault fore wounded. 

This newes being broughtto the forces of 
the Leaguers,cauſed the Duke D'Aumauleto 
rcſolucan attempt for his releaſement : and 

= thereupon hauing aſſembled about fiuc hun- 
dred hor{e,came and made his generall afſem- 
bly in the towneot Han, which is not aboue 
tour lcagues from the fayde Noyan. From 
whence, on the ſcuenth of Auguſt, heeſent 
three hundred of his beſt horſe to the fight, to- | 
gcther with a company of Harquebuziers, 
who went betfore,and the ſayd Horſemenlin- 
gered behind ina village, not farre from the 
rcreward,who ſoon aftterſetforward,and gaue 
a charge vpon the quarter of the Kings lighr 
horſe, where they were well reccaued . With 
him there came to the ſaid alarme,, the Lords 
of Largue, and of Lawney, his brother, with 
their companies,who arc of ſomeforce. Theſe 
toyntly 1oyned with the light horſemen, 
greatly ſtrengthned the torces ofthe leaguers. 
Neucrtheleſle, after many charges,and ſharpe 
aflaults geuen on cither part(the Kings fideal- 
waycs hauing the greateſt likelihood of victo- 
rie)both the companies began to retire. 

Atwhichretire came in thatvaliant yg.

and honourable man at armes.the Lord Baron 
of Biron, who albeit that he was not accom- 
panied with abouetwelue of his own men, yet 
the Kings forces ſuppoſing he had broughtin 
ſome ſtore of freſh ſoldiers, fo ſoone asthey 
once heard him named.tooka wonderful and 
vnſpeakeable courage, andiceing himin the 
midſt of them, they gaue afreſh charge vpon 
the encmie, in{uch ſort, =nd with ſuch force, 
that they did driue the enemie euen into the 
gates of Han,from whence they hadiſſued. To 
whomthere was alſo comming anew ſuccor, 
and freſh ſupply of men, who perceiuing the 
euill ſucceſle of thereſt, returned inthe fore- 
 frunt,ſo that ſome ofthe kings maicſties torces 
followed them euen into their barriours. 

This fight was great, forthere wereat the 
leaſt twelue ſeuerall charges and aſlaultes ge- 
uen,in which there was ſome ſtore of armed 
men ſlaine on the enemies ſide, with diuers of 
their Captains. Among whom was flayn Don 
Franciſco of Gucuara,the beſt captain of light 
horſemen that the king of Spayne had in the 
low Countreys. The Licutcnant to theſayde 


Franciſco de Gueuara,was alſoflayn outright. 


Itis ſuppoſed that the Lieutenant to the Go- 
ucrnor of Han was alſo takenand {laine, with 
ſundrieother of great account.

TheLord of Long-champ,one of t hebeſt 
and moſt aduenturous Captaines, is all otaken 
priſoner, with aboue fourſcore menat a1mes 
of account, and diuers Leaders, and Lieute- 
nants of the horſemen : who all confeſle,that 
they were hardly beſtead, hotly encountred 
andaſſaulted by men of courage,and great va- 
lour. Yea this ouerthrow coſt them deare : for 
there was taken and flaine of the enemies a- 
 boue fifteen hundred horſe, who werenot of 
the worſt, but of their chiefeſt horſe and horſ- | 

men. 

On the Kings Maicſtics fide there was 
flaine abouta doſſen horſes, which were of his 
lighthorſemen « Amongeſt whom the Mar- 
ſhall of the companie was ſlaine : his death is 
orcatly bewayled, foraſmuch as he was aman 
of ercat valor,and wondertull courage. 
The Duke de Maine arriued on theſcuenth 
day of Auguſt,at the towne of Han , with all 
troupes of horſemen whichhe could gather: 
Ofwhom itneed not be doubted. but that hee 
is of the opinion to recouer this loſſe, and to 
ſpeed betterthen the reſt of his chiet captains 
did before him. Whereinif it may pleaſe God 
he fayle in his opinion, and obteine but the 
like ſucceſle,his forces would ſhortly be weak- 
ned, and his fationfor the moſt parte con- | 
founded, This 


- This onethingis worthy the noting, that 


all men are now more willing to goe againſt 
him and his troupes, then they wereagainſt 
thoſe that came firſt. And it may very well be, 
thatfith the Duke de Mainis not content with 
the two firſt loſles and conflicts which hee re- 
cciued,thatthe next may worke ſome greater 
effect: toritwas likely(being then ſo neere to- 
gcther as they were) that they ſhould hardly 
part againe without comming nccrer inViewe 
and battel one oftheother. 

Inthe meanc ſpace the Kings Maieſty loſt 
no time abouttheſiege of this towne : For on 
this day, being the ſcuenth day of Auguſt,the 
Canon beganne to play vpon a Church that 
ſtandeth inthe midſtof theſuburbs,which to- 
gether witha great ditch , didſtrongly detend 
theſamc:wherby itis not found much weaker 
then the towne: the taking whereof couldnot 
but miniſter great occaſion of aduauntage, 
wherof the Kings Maieſtic was in good hope. 
Neuerthelcf]e,he was couſtrayned to leaue of 
and to reitraine the forraine power which 
camevnto him from Germanie and England, 
whoin moſt honourable ſortare entered the 
Realme. 

The Church aforcſaide hamng receiuca 
theforce of rhe Canon,yrhich played vpon it 
from morning vntili threeofthe clocke in the

after noone, hadby that timca great breache 
made into the ſame : By meanes whercof,the 
Church was ſoone taken by a fierce aſfaulr 


made by the French and Engliſh companies, 


In which breach there was {layne about the 
number of thirtie enemies, beſides whom 
there was to the number of tourty and fiue, 
that were retiredintothe vaultcs of the ſayde 
Church, who yeelded themſclues vnto the 
mercie of the Kinges Maieſtie. And there- 
yppon hee immeaaately graunted themtheir 
liues, and likewiſe iberty to depart with bag 
and baggage. 

Theatlaultes of the towne, and winning 
of this Church, was the meanes for taking the 
Suburbs, and therefore a thing preiudiciall 
to the towne, not oneclye in reſpecte of the 


 anoyance which the Kings forces did offer the 
enemie: buralſo forthe men of war thatwere 


there {layne, of which the towne was but 


meancly and flenderly turniſhed at the time 


of thcir yeclding, 
His Maicſtic is aduertiſed thatRoſue, who 
Iedde the Duke de Mainehis army towardes 
Lorraine. is returnedtowards Laon,to which 
place the Dukeis gone to1oyne with him, to 
the ende that they together might ſuccour 
the ſaid towne. By meanes wherof, there is 
likelihood of agreat battalle and conflict very 
ſhortly

Mortly to be geuen tothe Duke de Maine, the 
rather,in reſpe& that his Maicſtic, and all the 
Novllitieabout him, ſtand very rcſolutely in 
his defence. 


The Compoſition enſuing was concluded on 
the ſcuentcenth day of CAuegnſt, 15 91. 

95) Pon the ſeuenteenth day of A wenſt,r 5 g re 
2 the Lordof Ville, commander in Noyan , 4s 
wel for himſelfe,as for all the Gentlemen,Sol. 
diers,and other Inhabitantes of the ſayd Town, hath 
promiſed to yeeld the ſaid town of Noya into the king 
his hands, vpon munday next following by Noone, 
rogether with all the artillerie , the Munition for 
warre,andwvidtuals, which at that preſent time was 
therein: wpleſſe that on the morrew(being Sunday ) 
ſometime of the day,the Duke de Maine doe gine hit 
aieFtie battaile,and ſo raiſe his ſrege : or at lea#t, 
that the Duke de Maine doeput in athiuſand new 
by force, toſuccour the ſaid Towne of Noyan , that, 
then the ſaid Lord of Ville, the Gentlemen and Cap- , 
taines, with their armour horſes and bazoage, and 
the Souldiers with their weapons and horſe , ſhall 
depart , and the Inhabitants (doing their dueties,) 


ſhalbe receaued into the Kings fauonr, and intreated 


as his other good Subjects,that dwell and remaine in 
hrs other T ownes . 

That the ſaid Lor1of Villes mother, may freetye 
remaine in the ſ:id Town,and en:oy her grods upon 
perfourming the ſubmiſi;on of loyall {aclitie as #s 
«cut: mel if all his loyall Subieets. 
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Articles of Agreement. 
Items, thatif any of the Inhabitants of the ſayde 
towne be deſirous to depart that they ſhail lawfullye 
depart among the men of warre. 
That the ſaid Lord of Ville ſhalbe permitted to 


ſenat the Lerd of Broully to the ſaid Duke of Maine, 


to aduertiſe him of the premiſſes, and that the King 
ſhall ſafe conduit him tothat effect. 
T 0 the accompliſhment of the premiſſes , the ſaide 
L. of Ville hath ao promiſed to deliuer for Hoſtages, 
to his Maie#tie, the Lorde of Rieulx , the Abbot of 
Genlzs, with four ofthe chiefe of the Towne , ſuch as 
his MaieStie ſhall chooſe . All which perſons his Ma- 
zeztie doeth promiſe vpon performance of the former 
conditions,to deliney. | 
His Mate#tie alſo zraunteth to ſende two Captens 
into theT owne,toſce and keepe them durine the ſaid 
time, from labouriag tothe contrarte.

IT Pon the xix. day following , the ſaide 
compoſition was putineftcCtas is afore- 
ſaid,and his Maicttie hauing aduile that 


 theenemy retired vpon /a Fere,preien tly reſol- 


uedto departafter midnight with xjj.hundred 
horſe and toure hundred harguebuziers on 
horſebacke,the Lord Marſhallof Biron being 
of the troupe, to the end to croſle and meete 
with the enimicby the waie betweene la Fere 


and Loan, and to charge him inthe march:

there was great apparancc, had rhe aduice bin 
truc. Herevpon his Maicſtte returned thefayd 
Lord Marſhall,and retained with himiclte on- 
ly {1xe hundred horſe and the faide harguebu- 
zicrs,and ſo marched toward Han, where the 
Duke of Maine remained yet with his ſaydar- 
miz,where his ſaid Maicſtie ſtayed almoit two 
houres in battcl in his {1ghtwithin canon ſhot, 
whereof there wereſomeſhotdiſcharged with 
outanie lofle, neither woulde there iftue anic 


perſon,czcept one cornet of horiemen, which 


had the river of Some before them. Thus the 


Duke chole rather to abide this ſhame,than to 
ſecke to reuenge the firſt. Euen againſt the 
towne therewasalſoa Corps de gard of Spa- 
niards, who were diſplaced by cight Gentle- 
men thatalighred, On anotherſidethere were 
ſomerwelue that aduentured too farre, whom 
four Gentlemen ( of whom Sir R. Williams 
was one)purſued, and made them turne their 
faccs,cxceptone of the chieteſt, that belonged 
tothe duke d Auma),who remainethpriſoner. 

His Maicſtie on the twentieth of Auguſt 
marched toward Gilors,there to receaue the 
right honourable Earle ot Efſex, and ſoimme- 
diatcly to joyne with the great power of Ger- 
mancs, who are already entred into Fraunce, 
by Gods grace towork ſome great cfte&,with 
the ayde of the honourable, warlike, and for- 
ward Leadcrs,and Gentlemen of England. L
